Ten to Fifteen Perso n« Penned In « R an t­ 
ing Car ami Literally Ko asted to Death 
In Sight o f Tho se Who Were Pliable to 
Help Their» — H eart-Sickening Detulls o l 
the Disaster. 


M ilw au kee, Oct 20.—A Po rtage, Wis., 
special to The Milwaukee Sentinel say« : 
Wednesday night so o n after midnight the 
west-bo und limited was ditched at the East 
Kio siding, a small statio n abo ut thirteen 
miles east o f this city, o n the main line o f the 
Chicago , Milwaukee & St. Paul railro ad. 
T here were two side tracks and at the tim* 
the train named was due there bo th were o c­ 
cupied by freight trains, o ne by a w ill train 
and the o ther by train No . 14, which had 
ju st pulled in fro m the west to allo w' the 
limited to pass. 
Train No . 14 was v ery lo ng 
and the co nducto r was at the heal o f th* 
train relying upo n the rear brakcm ui to at­ 
tend to the switch. 
One repo rt says the rear 
brakeman,

fo r so me reaso n neglected alto gether tc 
do so . The o ther and mo re pro bable sto ry L- 
that he started back to clo se the switch, but 
befo re he co uld reach it the limited, which 
do es no t sto p at any except large places, came 
flying do wn the grade at the rat? o f fifty 
miles an ho ur and left the track at ti.e o pen 
switch. 
The siding is in a cut. where the 
ro ad curv es so that a switch light canno t b 
seen fro m the east until within a few rxU. 
8o the engineer o f the limited co uld no t sc-, 
the switch light turned wro ng until to o late 
to sto p. 
The engine left the track, ran a 
sho rt distance, and bro ught up against tin 
side o f th? cut, to ppling o v er. The baggage 
car and two regular co aches fo llo wed, while 
fo ur sleepers kept the rails. 
Tho engine and cars that went o ff were 
badly smashed and so o n to o k lire fro m the 
sto ves. 
Eugineer Little and Fireman Eagan, 
bo th o f this city, crawled o ut fro m under tin 
lo co mo tiv e badly bruised and s .-aided. 
Tin 
baggageman had his leg bro ken. 
All tin 
passengers in the sleepers go t o ut uninjured, 
except being bruised, but in o ne day co acl; 
thirteen were pinned in and literally burned 
to death. 
Many o thers were injured by 
sev ere shaking up. 
Their names are no t yel 
kuo wui here. 
The who l? train, excepting 
o i k . 
sleeper which they were abie to uneo upl > an i 
draw away, was burned up. 
Co nducto r Hanker o f the freight was sc 
demo ralize I by the accident, the respo nsi­ 
bility o f which rests o n his crew, and thus 
also o n him, that he to o k to the wo o ds in 
despair, leav ing his train. 
He has always 
been a mo st careful and efficient man, much 
trusted by the co mpany. 
The scenes at the wreck were eno ugh tc 
sicken and appall the sto utest heart. 
The 
tumult caused by the sco re o f human beings 
who were lighting fo r their lives in the blaz­ 
ing trap w\ s terrible fo r tho se who were W i l l ­ 
ing but so utterly unable to help the v ictims. 
The inten.sicy o f the darkness, th ? gho stly fig- 
urei flitting hither and thither in the glare 
o f the burning pile, the screams o r' ago ny 
bursting fro m the lips o f the helpless passen­ 
gers who lay crushed and bleeding in th-* 
pathway o f the ro aring flames, were so me­ 
thing nev er to be fo rgo tten. 
A mail was seen trying to drag himself 
fro m under two heav y timbers which lay 
acro ss his breast. 
A do zen rescuer*» math 
ev ery effo rt to extricate him but witho ut 
av ail. 
They made a successio n o f dashes tc 
his relief, but were each time driv en back by 
the flames, which ro lled upward in huge 
ruddy billo ws. 
Seeing th at he was do o med 
to a ho rrible death, he sho uted to the cro w,] 
to kill him and end his sufferings.

The sinews in his white face sto o d o ut 
like whip-o o rds, and the v eins in his fo rehead 
seamed ready to burst. 
He fo ught fo r hu­

He had wealthy relatives hero an d in New 
York, an d his wife was on e of the han d vemest 
women I ever saw. 
In fact, it was supposed 
that it was on her accoun t that Everett had 
in to trouble, 
She was fon d of d reys an d 
H was n o secret that her d esire to shin e in 
society had led him in to expen d itures thut 
were beyon d his mean s. 
The possibility that

street. 
Everett d id n ot go home d irectly. He 
first crossed the river, took a look at the fire 
a few min ute* an d then proceed ed to the resi­ 
d en ce of a frien d in the n eighl« » rhood of 
Cen ter aven ue. When he reerosscd the river 
un d pursued his way toward his own home on 
the n orth sid e it was lon g past mid n ight. 
“That Sun d ay he remain ed a t home for the 
greater part of the d ay, but toward even in g 
he again proceed ed to the west sid e, hod a 
Jon g con sultation with his frien d an d at 10 
o’clock started for home. A n ew fire had 
broken out an d os he reached the river he 
could see from the brid ge at Mad ison street 
that it wfcs as threaten in g a con flagration as 
the on e that had preced ed it. Perplexed over 
his own great trouble an d believin g that 
n othin g could n ow save him from d isgrace 
an d pun ishmen t, Everett walked leisurely to­ 
ward the burn in g d istrict an d when n ear 
en ough to observe the operation s of the fire 
men , paused an d took a survey of the sur­ 
roun d in gs. 
It was evid en t that the fire was 
alread y beyon d con trol Great arms of flame 
were reachin g out toward the n orth, an d the 
spectator could see the path of d estruction 
wid en in g every min ute.
